WASHINGTON, June 1 (UP) 
~The House was expected to 
vote overwhelmingly today to 
extend federal old-age insur- 
ance coverage to some 10,000,- 
000 additional workers and to 
increase retirement benefits by 
$5 to $23.50 a month. Speaker 
Martin predicted close to unani- 
mous approval after only about 
three hours of oratory. 

The measure, one of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's principal leg- 
islative proposals, would cover 
farmers, lawyers, dentists, archi- 
tects and many other groups for 
the first time. Exceptions would 
be physicians, firemen, police- 
ment, federal civil service work- 
ers and migratory or part-time 
farm laborers and domestic 
workers. 

Some 48,000,000 workers are 
covered by old-age insurance 
now. The new legislation would 
make the total coverage in an 
average work week about 58,- 
000,000. 
Retirement Benefit. 


Retirement benefits also would 
get a substantial boost. The 
present minimum benefit of $25 
a month would be hiked to $30; 
the maximum benefit for a re- 
tired worker from the present 
$85 to $108.50 a month, and the 
maximum benefit for a family 
from $168.75 to $200 a month. 

Persons who pay social secur- 
ity taxes will pay for the higher 
benefits by paying more money 
into the old-age insurance trust 
fund.

Concept of Education. 

The pursuit of truth, its pres- 
ervation and wide dissemina- 
tion; the achievement of free- 
dom, fits defense and propaga- 
tion; these purposes are woven 
into the American concept of 
education. The Ameriean uni- 
versity—neither the property of 
a favored class nor an ivory 
tower where visionaries are 
sheltered from the test of prac- 
tice—every American university 
fundamentally is dedicated to 
Columbia's bi-centennial theme 
— “man’s right to knowledge 
and the free use thereof.” 

Those who chose the theme 
of this bi-centennial could not 
have found a more American 
one, I say this with apology to 
scholars of all countries, lest 
they think that I might be de- 
liberately narrowing a universal 
principle to a provincial appli- 
cation. But from the very be- 
ginning of the republic, edu- 
cation of the people, freedom 
for the people—these interde- 
pendent purposes have been the 
core of the American dream. 

Far from being fearful of 
ideas, the founders of the re- 

public feared only misguided ef - 
forts to suppress ideas. 

No less profound was their 
faith in man’s ability to use 
freedom, within the law, for the 
achievement of his own and his 
country’s good. In the freedom 
of ‘the individual, they saw an 
energy that could hurdle moun- 
tains, harness rivers, clear the 
wilderness, transform a _ conti- 
nent, 

Se convinced, they proclaimed 
to all the world the revolution- 
ary doctrine of the divine rigfits 
of the common man. That doc- 
trine has ever since beeh the 
fundamental American faith.

Easy it is to become an un- 
witting ally or tool of such 
conniving. For example, there 
is no Other subject or purpose 
in which Americans are so 
completely united as in their 
opposition to Communism. 
Yet, is there any other subject 
that seems, at this moment, to

What the Facts Are 


“The biggest single ingredient in the unanimi- 


ty of the Supreme Court’s decision against seg- 


regation in the public schools ig the leadership 
of Chief Justice Earl Warren.” So writes Ros- 
coe Drummond, chief of the Washington bureau 
of the New York Herald Tribune, in his syndi- 
cated column which appears in the Post-Dispatch. 

It takes nothing from Chief Justice Warren's 
splendid opinion in the historie public school 
case—nor does it diminish in any way the great 
importance of unanimity in this decision—to say 
that Correspondent Drummond has seemingly 
overlooked some necessary background informa- 
tion, 


The fact is that if the Supreme Court had not 
decided the way it did and had not so decided 


unanimously it would have gone back on a series 


of unanimous decisions. For the Supreme Court 
has been preparing the way for the public 
school ruling through decisions under predeces- 
sors of Chief Justice Warren, notably under the 
late Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson and Mr. Vin- 
son’s predecessor, the late Chief Justice Harlan 
F. Stone. : 


In 1944, to start with a case which goes back 
just 10 years, the Supreme Court decided unani- 
mously that the Railway Labor Act requires the 
union chosen as a collective bargaining agent 
to protect equally the interests of all members 
of the craft it represents. The case arose because 
two firemen complained that the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen and 21 
southeastern railroads had made an agreement 
designed to drive Negro firemen out of railroad 
service. 

Chief Justice Stone, speaking for an undivided 
court, declared that the law requires the union 
in making contracts with the craft to represent 
all in the craft “without hostile discrimination, 
fairly, impartially and in good faith.” 

In 1948, the Supreme Court decided unani- 
mously that the University of Oklahoma could 
not deny a Negro student, Ada Luis Sipuel, ad- 
mission to its law school. Without dissent the 
Justices sald: The state must provide it (legal 
education) for her in conformity with the equal 
protection clause of the Fourteenth Amendment 
and provide it as soon as it does for applicants 
of any other group.” 

Also in 1948, the Supreme Court unanimously 
upheld a decision of the Federal Court of Ap- 
peals at Richmond which outlawed a ruse by 
which white Southern Democratic groups sought 
to bar Negroes from primaries by operating as 
private clubs outside the legally established 
election machinery. 

Without dissent the Supreme Court refused 
to review the lower court ruling which declared: 
“No election machinery can be upheld if its 
purpose or effect is to deny the Negro, on ac- 
count of his race or color, an effective voice in 
the Government of his country or of the state 
or community wherein he lives.”. 

One more instance will surely suffice to show 
Mr. Drummond what the record of a decade is. 
In 1951, the Supreme Court unanimously up- 
held a district court decision at New Orleans 
which required Louisiana State University to 
admit a Negro student for the first time in 90 
years. The Supreme Court did so in the face of 
a so-called “separate but equal” law department 
at a state university fer Negroes, The lower 
court found the separate law facilities unequal. 

We have taken the pains to set out the facts, 
because the Supreme Court; in all fairness to it, 
has been moving steadily for a long time toward 
the public school case decision. It has been doing 
so in unanimous decisions. 


A Trip to the Park 

To those who have not seen Dinosaur National 
Monument, in Colorado and Utah, for them- 
selves, the controversy over it has had many 
puzzling aspects. Proponents of Echo Park dam, 
on the Green river, maintain that ft would not 
damage either the historic or the scenic value 
of the reservation. Opposing conservationists 
maintain it would damage both. Who is right? 

Freeman Tilden’s description of this national 
monument, reprinted on this page today under 
the cartoon, is a good second-best to looking at 
the scene for oneself. And there must be those 
who read it who resolve that they are going to 
see Dinosaur National Monument at first-hand. 

Though Mr. Tilden wrote before the Echo 
Park controversy arose, he prophetically foresaw 
the possibility of conflict between the dinosaurs 
and the dam-builders. In particular he shows 
how the scenie beauty of the Green and Yampa 
river canyons brings to life the story of the 
dinosaurs’ strange death and their stranger 
burial among mountains which they never saw. 

To Mr. Tilden evidently it would not matter 
so much that Echo Park dam and reservoir 
would not touch the dinosaur quarry. For to 
him, the canyons which the project would af- 
fect are the context in which the story of the 
giant reptiles comes alive. 

“The Natienal Parks: What They Mean to 
You and Me,” Mr. Tilden'’s book in which the 
description of Dinosaur oceurs, is a paperback 
Knopf reprint of a. hardbound edition which 
sold for 65. It is just the size for storing in the 
glove compartment of a car.

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Indecisiveness in North Carolina 

Former Gov. Kerr Scott's victory in the North 
Carolina Democratic primary for United States 
Senator proves no clear-cut point in the crucial 
issue of segregation in the public schools. 

True, Mr. Scott survived a last-minute attempt 
by the forces of Senator Alton A. Lennon to 
raise the racial issue against him, as it had 
been successfully raised against his appointee, 
Frank P. Graham, four years before. 

It would be good to believe that growing 
liberalism in these interyening years had re- 
duced the effectiveness of such tactics in the 
South. Actually the North Carolina outcome 
falls short of showing it. The newspaper ad- 
vertisement declaring that Mr. Scott had worked 
for non-segregation, and the pamphlet reprints 
of it, may have failed to turn the tide for 
several reasons. 

Perhaps the distribution of the advertisement 
and the pamphiets was not widespread enough 
to affect large numbers of voters. Or perhaps 
it came too late to be decisive. Or perhaps 
many voters believed what Mr. Scott had told 
them about his opinions on segregation, in pref- 
erence to what the advertisement and the pam- 
phiets represented to be his opinions. 

The most hopeful possibility about what has 
just happened in North Carolina is that Kerr 
Scott will frequently recall that one of his pre- 
decessors in the United States Senate was his

Basis of Freedom.

The disgrace of our time 
is not disunity but disloyalty to

HE National Multiple Sclerosis Society has just issued 

another report on research in this curious disease.

The life expectancy 17 
years after the onset of the disease was still 65 per cent of 
the whole healthy population. 

The cause and cure of multiple sclerosis are not yet 
known. Some competent investigators believe it may be 
due to a virus, Some believe it has an infectious origin, 
while. others think the disease is due to faulty metabolism.

IT MAY BE DUE to an allergy, a nutritional deficiency 
could be involved. There may be some faulty blood-clot- 
ting mechanism that prevents proper circulation of the 
blood to the nerves. These are some current theories, 
hone of which is proved. 

Multiple sclerosis symptoms may come from damage 
to the myelin sheaths—the insulating jackets of spinal 
nérves—short-circuiting the nerves to various muscles. 

MS usually strikes those between the ages of 20 and 
40, attacking the central nervous system. It is estimated 
that about 250,000 Americans are affected with the disease. 

Diagnosis is difficult because there is no specific 
Giagnostic test. It may be several years after the begin- 
ning of the disease before a physician can say that the 
patient has MS. Several important current research 

/ projects, however, could result in a specific diagnostic test. 
: Understanding of the physical and chemical changes 
Which take place in MS patients are vital research projects. 


Faulty metabolism may be a cause or a result of multiple 
sclerosis.

THE EFFECT OF CLIMATE and environment could 
be important. Statistical studies show that MS is about six 
times more prevalent in Winnipeg, Cananda, than in New 
Orleans, La. Whether this difference has any significance 
remains to be seen. It is due to something in the local 
environment? Further research may provide the answer. 

One of the big problems concerning MS is finding 
out if this or that treatment does any good. MS is an 
“up and down” disease—the symptoms may vary from 
week to week. It’s often hard to decide whether a treat- 
ment is responsible for an improvement or whether the 
improvement just happened from a spontaneous remission. 

With 86 research projects, 10 clinics to help patients, 
and 40 chapters of the National Multiple Sclerosis Society 
throughout the country, multiple sclerosis no longer can 
be called the neglected disease. No one cen predict when 
a break¢hrough on one of the resarch fronts will result in 
wetter diagnosis or treatment.

16 Office Buildings Completed 
Recently, I5 Others Are Under 
Construction as New York City 


‘Undergoes Skyscraper Splurge

NEW YORK, June 1. 

ID-MANHATTAN is a noisy 
M place these days as giant 

steam shovels growl their 
way into the earth biting out 
the foundation excavations for 
the buildings that are going up 
in New York’s skyscraper 
splurge. Hydraulic hammers 
peat their relentless tattoo on 
red hot rivets going into the 
steel of buildings already under 
construction. Mammoth work- 
horse trucks strain up ramps 
carting away untold tons of 
earth from the cavernous exca- 
vations that span as much as a 
whole city block and the shouts 
of the workmen on the great 
girders mingle with the roa of 
the truck motors, the snarl of 
the bulldozers and the chatter 
of the hydraulic riveting ma- 
chines, 

Right now steam shovels are 
digging the excavation for the 
largest building project under- 
taken in New York in a quarter 
century. The structure, which 
will occupy the entire two-acre 
block bounded by Lexington and 
Third avenues and Forty-first 
and Forty-second streets, will be 
42 stories high and provide 
working space for 10,000 people. 
To be known as the Socony- 
Vacuum building, the new sky- 
scraper which is the largest 
structure to go up in Manhattan 
since the Empire State building, 
will require two years for con- 
struction. 

“This building is destined to 
become a unique landmark even 
in midtown Manhattan,” Peter 
B. Ruffin, vice president of the 
Galbreath Corp., owners of the 
$45,000,000 building, explained. 
“The building will be the larg- 
est commercial air-conditioned 
structure ever erected. Thirty- 
five electronic elevators and 
two escalators will provide ten- 
ants and visitors with the fastest 
and most efficient service ever 
provided. The high rise ele- 
vators will travel at a speed of 
1200 feet per minute.” 

All told there are now some 
15 new office buildings under 
construction in Manhattan and 
some 16 only recently com- 
pleted. This total becomes even 
more impressive when it is con- 
trasted with downtown St. Louis, 
where no new office building of 
any size has been constructed 
since 1926. 5 

Among the recent additions 
to the Manhattan skyline is New 
York’s first aluminum-clad of- 
fice building at 99 Park avenue 
into which tenants are now mov- 
ing. Using an industrial assem- 
bly line technique, the Tishman 
Realty & Construction Co., Inc., 
builder-owner of the $14,000,000 
structure, required only six and 
one-half working days for the 
installation of the 1800 prefab- 
ricated aluminm panels which 
went into the gleaming facade 
of the building. Before the eyes 
of amazed New Yorkers, three 
specially trained crews—at the 
rate of four floors a day—bolted 
the curtain of die-pressed, glis- 
tening aluminum wall and win- 
dow panels to the framework of 
the 26-story structure. The pan- 
els, each weighing over 200 
pounds, two stories high 
more than four and one-half feet 


wide, were stacked on each of | 
the floors they were to inclose 


and approximately 258,847 
pounds of aluminum went into 
the operation. 

A similar operation, which 
does away with the need for ex- 
terior scaffolding, is now in 
process on New York’s second 
aluminum - faced office building 
at 460 Park avenue, which will 
take only four days for the 22- 
story structure. 

On Fifth avenue alone, there 
are now five new office build- 
ings either under construction 
or just completed. Tenants are 
now into twin sky- 
scrapers at 579 and 589 Fifth 


avenue. These companion struc- ” 


tures, 16 and 17 stories high, 
marked the end of the one-time 
fashionable midtown private 
home character of Fifth avenue, 
a transition which was completed 
with the demolition of the for- 


mer Helen Gould Shepard man- 


sion at the northeast corner of 
Forty-seventh street and Fifth 
avenue. Also on the site of the 
office buildings was the former 
home of the late Robert Dalton 
Goelet, another of the stately 
dwellings which made midtown 
Fifth avenue in the early 1900s

112 West Thirty-fourth street, 
a 26-story office building, the 
second-largest post-war office 
structure to be built in New 
York, will soon be bulging with 
its new tenants. Located be- 
tween Macy's and Gimbel’s, the 
building was originally planned 
at 18 stories but pressure from 
prospective tenants in the tex- 
tile industry for space in the 
new building caused builders 
Webb & Knapp, Inc., to include 
an additional — 4 stories. The 
ground floor be occupied 
by the world’s largest dime 


ore. 
As mid-town Manhattan re- 
verberates under the building 


activity, so will the downtown 
financial section when work 
gets under way soon on the 
clearing of the site for a new 
30-story, $25,000,000 air-condi- 
tioned skyscraper which will rise 
on the historic site of the 69- 
year-old New York Produce Ex- 
change building at Bowling 
Green.

Three no-trump would have 
been a much better contract— 
especially if played by South, 
to guard against the dangerous 
club lead—but sound technique 
would have brought South home 
at his actual contract. 


West opened the queen of 
spades. South won with the 
king, drew two rounds of trumps, 
then cashed the king and ace of 
hearts and played a third round, 
hoping that the suit would break 
and that it would be West who 
won the third round. Unfortu- 
nately, however, East got in, and 
his shift to clubs was fatal to 
the contract. 


Now for the forementioned 
safety play: 

South should concede the first 
trick to West. It would not 
matter what West did next— 
let's assume a heart shift. South 
wins With the king, cashes two 
high trumps, then when he sees 
that the trump suit has broken, 
he cashes the spade king. Next, 
he goes to dummy with a heart 
and discards his remaining heart 
on the spade ace. Now he can 
ruff a heart—and since that suit 
fortunately breaks 3-3, it is 
child’s play to return again to 
dummy (with a trump) and dis- 
card a club on the heart ten. 

Of course South is: lucky to 
get the 3-3 break in hearts, but 
observe that if this break does 
not materialize, he can always 
try for the favorable position of 
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L Rudy Valentine.
